Another meat market was visited ane 
conditions much like the first ‘were 
found, except that in the latter place, 
the market man declared he had been 
free from rats since he had secured 
six cats. He pointed to the fat and lazy 
felines proudly as he spoke, but his 
confidence in the cats was shaken 
when the inspector informed that cats 
seldom caught rats, except when hun- 
gery, but that they served only to keep 
them awav as long as the cats were 
awake. “When Kitty lays down for 
her nap, the rats play all about her,” 
said he, and pointed to holes in the 
walls and other evidences that showed 
unmistakably that his market had been 
a favorite gathering place for rats on 
the evening( before. 

Restaurant Visited. 


The rat man suggested that a visit 
be paid one of the popular restaurants, 
and when the proprietor had given his 
consent to the inspection, after assur- 
king the rat man that ne rodents came 
into his place, Mr. Surrentine led the 
newspaper man into a basement below 
the kitehen, where he soon proved ‘to 
the restaurant man that rats and lots 
of them not only came to the restau- 
rant, but that they had paid the place 
a very recent visit. 

“Here’s where a big Norway had 
been,” said the inspector, “and over 
here a ’ratus has been at work. Youn 
can’t keep these fellows out of places 
where food matter is kept unless you 
make the place rat proof.” Outside 
the place the inspector pointed out a 
large pile of waste matter that had 
been thrown out from the kitchen and 
warned the proprietor that he could 
not expect to keep rats away from his 
restaurant so long as he fed them. 

The next place that was visited was 
a building in which no food matter 
was kept at all. The rat man said 
he wanted to prove that rodents sought 
comfortable quarters to live in and 
often settled in buildings from which 
they had to gnaw and burrow in order 
to reach food and water supplies. 

“You see the big holes gnawed by 
the old gray Norway. He loves. -+to 
stay near the floor, and will not climb 
if he can help it He is a smart fel- 
low, and takes no chances of getting 
a fall. Here is evidence of his de- 
structive tendencies with regard to 
woodwork,” said Mr. Surrentine, “and 
if you could get behind that wall yor 
would gee that he had done a great deal 
of damage. He takes paper and other / 
waste material behind the walls and 
makes his’ nésts, and that is always 
a constant source of danger from fire.” 

He then showed the Sage! tracks 
that were made near the ceiling by 
the Alexandrenus, saying, “That’s the 
way Alex gets about. He is a climber, 
and is a long, slim rat, with light- 
colored belly and silken gray fur. He 
has a long tail, and he uses it effect- 
ively in his climbing stunts. He can 
pass any oDstruction anywhere, as he 
uses his long tail in climbing.” 

The muskratus, said Mr. Surrentine, 
is the black rat. He is also a climber, 
and very vicious. He bites, and his 
teeth are said to be as venomous as a 
rattlesnake. 

Question of Sanitation. 


Dr. Ahrons, who has had as much expe- 
rierice as any man in the south with 
rats, declares that the people should 
not consider the rat question alone 
from the standpoint’ of economics. 

“While I recognize the vast amount 
of damage the rat can do, and the cost 
he represents in dollars and cents to 
the people who allow him to propagate 
and feed at their expense, there is a 
more important side to the matter, and 
that is the question of sanitation. 

“We know how wary the rodent’ is, 
and how hard he is to catch. We know 
from watching him that he goes every- 
where, and gets tnto everything. We 
know for certain that he is the host of 
the flea, which is in turn the carrier of 
bubonic plague, and we know also that 
the rat is afflicted in many instances 
with such diseases as leprosy and can- 
cer. We ave not yet been able to 
determine as to whether or not be can 
carry these diseases and cause infec- 
tion, but we are certain that in the! 
event of his being able to do so he 
would have vast potentiality for 
spreading disease when he is allowed 
to run at will over food matter and 
cooking utensils.”

“Modern Painting,” etc Mr.“ Wright 
has selected these stories in such a 
way as to give the reader a clear and 
comprehensive idea of the evolution of 
the art of the modern short story in 
France.

He cared little for form 
in its aesthetic sense, but he felt 
things keenly and through sheer emo- 
tional power gave much impetus to 
the tide of realism. He dealt in the 
solidities of literature, for he under- 
stood the building up of character and 
could present an episode in such a way 
as to give it depth and breadth. 

Directly opposite to Musset was 
Teophile Gautier, who laid almost 
complete stress on means. To him 
surface form was all-important. Gau- 
tier was: the pre-eminent — craftsman, 
the master manipulator of words and 
phrases and was indeed the literary 
complement of Musset. 

George Sand’s work embodies char- 
acteristics and there was an individual 
quality which was to have a far- 
reaching effect as well as the unre- 
strained emotionalism likened to Mus- 
set. George Sand has taken her place 
in the evolution of modern literattre. 

Balzac was not an innovator, save 
in the narrowest sense. His supposed 


’ romanticism was a direct growth, along 


consciously selective lines, from the 
works of the earliest realists of the 
nineteenth century. His so-called 
naturalism can be traced to Rousseau, 
Sand and other French writers. Balzac, 
like every impelling artist, stood be- 
tween the two antipathies of intellect 
and emotion and combined them by his 


will, 


Flaubert’s advent into the world of 
French Hterature was marked by no 
problems of realism for the new meth- 
od had by this time become established; 
individual instincts were the only lews 
of expression. Flaubert in making his 
debut pushed forward into virgin ter- 
ritory and he opened a new field of 
literary endeavor and became the first 

adventurer along that r c 
tangent which we call naturaliem. And 
his oontributions to literature have 
been important and he has had no little 
influence on the trend of modern fic- 
tion of the last century. In the history 
of prose fiction his position is assured 
for all time. 

Emile Zola was the ingatiable re- 
corder: of life. The characteristics 
Zola’s writings are easily defined. The 
plan of his novels permitted only of 
the broadest brushing, and to cover his 
chosen field he worked rapidly. Zola 
held the mirror not up nature, but 
up to his immediate external environ- 
ment. He cared nothing for causes, but 
eoclely for effects. Balzac created form, 

ola created only volume. Life to 
Zola was a world of shifting eubstances. 
au who comes next in the list, 
despite his affiliations, stood somewhat 
outside the main naturalistic current. 
He lacked both the vigor and the ear- 
nestness of FIaubert and Zola. His 
talent was light and poetic and inorigi- 
nal. He viewed life electrically and 
rigidly avoided Be which

Maupassant’s works are justly regard- 
ed as criteria for the modern gshort 
story.

GRIMM AND KENNEDY 
TO HOLD CONFERENCE 


Will Discuss Co-ordination of 
Municipal and Federal Ef- 
forts in Atlanta. 


When asked Saturday afternoon as 
to whether or not he had yet conferred 
with Dr. J, P. Kennedy, heath official 
of Atlanta, with reference to determin- 
ing the proposed arrangement upon 
which the Atlanta health department 
could be co-ordinated with the United 
States public health service, Dr. R. M. 


Grimm, who Friday asked that he be 
delegated the health officer of this 
city, said that he had not yet discussed 
the matter with Dr. Kennédy. 

“Hlowever,” said he, “we will get 
together, and I anticipate no diffi- 
culty in coming to an agreement.

Says Senator Would Be 
Driven Froni Public Life 
if Georgians Could Hear 
Some of His Language. 


In a statement iasued Saturday after- 
noon in behalf his candidacy for the 
United States senate to succeed Sena- 
tor Thomas W. Hardwick, Chairman 
William J. Harris, of the federal trade 
commission, declared that “if the peo- 
ple of Georgia could hear some of the 
language used by Hardwick in regard 
to the president he would be forever 
driven from public life.” 

Mr. Harris’ statement ‘is a scathing 
arraignment of Senator Hardwick, 
charging him with being a “bolter” 
and with opposing war measures of the 
administration. 

His statement, which was made just 
prior to his departure for Washington, 
is as follows: 


Would Expell La Follette. 

“If elected to the United States sen- 
ate, and I feel absolutely sure that I 
will be, I shall vote to expell Senator 
La Follette, of Wisconsin, whose con- 
duct has been flagrantly disloyal and 
encouraging to the enemies of our 
country. He voted against war, and 
ever since war was declared he has 
aided our enemies by opposing meas- 
ures which helped the United States 
to carry on the war. La Follette, there- 
fore, should be expelled without ques- 
tion. He is an enemy of his country; 
but after all, the Wisconsin senator 
is more consistent than Georgia’s 
junior senator, who twice voted for 
war and yet has fought every meas- 
ure that upholds his government in 
its successful prosecution. 

“Not only should La Follette be re- 
moved from the senate, but I shall also 
urge the removal of every employee 
of the federal government who fails 
to support his country in this national 
crisis. In this connection, I am glad 
to say that I do not know of a single 
disloyal government employee in my 
state. 

“With such removals, I favor the 
employment of soldiers and _ sailors, 


who have served in foreign territory, 


to take the places of any who may be 
discharged. ee 6

Follette to the war measures advo- 
cated by our commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy, President Wood- 
row Wilson, claim that the people of 
the United States are opposed to this 
war and are not backing up the head 
of our nation.

Hardwick Even Worse. 

“Even La Follette, disfoyal as he is, 
is not as bitter in his denunciation of 
President Wilson as the junior sena- 
tor from Georgia, whose words of bit- 
terness employed such terms as are 
absolutely unprintable. The republi- 
cans in congress have laid aside parti- 
sanship and are rallying to our presi- 
dent. It remains for Georgia, as loyal 
as any state in the union, to have her 
good citizens humiliated by the con- 
duct of the junior senator. If the peo- 
|! ple of Georgia could hear some of the 
language used by Hardwick in regard 
to the president he would be forever 
driven from public life. 

“T have already urged members of 
the Georgia legislature to pass a law 
providing for our soldiers wherever 
located to cast their ballots in our 
next state primary = election. This 
should also apply to traveling men and 
all such absent voters. This privilege 
has been accorded such absentees in 
other states. 

“When Senator Hardwick was first 
elected to congress, the main plank 
in his platform was the disfranchise- 
ment of the negro. Last year when the 
measure to vote whisky out of the 
District of Columbia was advocated 
by the Chrisifan men and women of 
that city. Senator Hardwick not only 
opposed it, but made a speech against 
it. He voted and spoke for an amend- 
ment allowing the people of the dis- 
trict to decide the matter by vote. This 
would have enabled the hundred thou- 
sand negroes of Washington, some of 
them the most insolent in the United 
States, to have determined this great 
moral question in favor of the saloon 
at our national capital. 

“No man in Georgia has ever de- 
nounced bolters in our primaries as 
severely as Senator Hardwick. And 
vet one of the first measures advocated 
by President Wilson after Senator 
Hardwick’s election was the shipping 
bill, and Hardwick not only bolted the 
senate democratic caucus and helped to 
defeat the measure, but later made a 
speech against it In Pittsburg before 
the millionaire club, in the home of the 
steel trust. 

“Hardwick’s opposition to the fed-

two of the most badly-needed varie- 
ties. 

Associated with Major Lynn H. Din- 
kins, president of the Interstate Trust 
Company of New Orleans, and with a 
celebrated French chemist, he has found 
the necessary chemical deposits in 
Florida, and perfected the processes 
as evidenced by a $100,000 plant now 
in operation at more than half capaci- 
ty at a point called Black Point, near 
Camp Walton, Fla. 

The operations are being increased 
and the consumers, who previously de- 
spaired of being able to secure native 
manufactured dyes to replace the 
long-ysed German product, have con- 
tragged for the new material and are 
utilizing it as fast as it can be pro- 


duced. 


Will Produce Dyestuffs. 

Dr. Haseman expresses the opinion 
that practically eve class of dye- 
stuff, which this cougtry has for years 
been dependent upon Germany for, will 
be produced here from material native- 
ly existant and that the days of Ger- 
man control of this industry have 
passed for all time. 

The one difficulty which he declares 
to exist in the producing by this coun- 
try of some of the more complexly 
compounded dyes, consists in the in- 
creased expense to American manufac- 
turers, resulting from the necessity of 
employing skilled chemists without 
whose knowledge the work cannot be 
done. ; ‘ 

He states that in Germany experts 
with years of laboratory training have 
been employed in this work: and have 
received as remuneration the equiva- 
lent of about 15 American dollars per

bookseller and business man in San 
Francisco and previous to that clerk 


in a bookstore at Buffalo, N. Y. Ear- 
lier still he was a farm hand and tan- 
nery voy near Grandville, Ohio, where 
he was born May 5, 1882. It was in the 
book etores that he obtained his educa- 
tion, hig attendance at public schools 
being very limited.

; the lack of good horses is to army men 
, Particularly lamentable, If the task re- 


quires quickness and courage, if it is 
one that a sense of pride or a love of 
parade will carry through, the horse is 
chosen. Therefore the cavalry and ar- 
tilery use only the horse. 

If there is a hard, thankless job to 
be done day after day, throug any 
conditions and over all kinds of trails, 
if there must at time be short rations 
then the mule gets the call. He will go 
forward uncomplainingly doing more 
work day in and day out than any 
horse, and at night he will ask for 25 
per cent less grain. He will thrive on 
this and at the end of a hard cam- 
paign be squealing and kicking up his 
heels when the horse would be re- 
duced to ineffectiveness.

Whether horse or mule, every animal 
bought for war duty must have been 
broken.

tomobiles threatens to take rank 4s 
one of the principal crimes committed 
in Fulton; that a greater number of 
shooting scrapes occur in Atlanta than 
in any other city of its size, and that 
the inability to cope with proprietors 
who run disorderly houses is due to 
the absence of necessary legal restric- 
tions was emphasized in the present- 
ments of the grand jury for the Janu- 
ary term, in which new city, state and 
national legislation was urged.

Interesting Suggestions Are 
Made in Annual Report of 
State Game and Fish Com- 
missioner, Sam J. Slate. 


One of the most important features 


of the annual report of State Game 
and Fish Commissioner Sam J, Slate, 
which is just out, is his urgent appeal 
to the general assembly to enact con- 
structive legislation for the protection 
of Georgia’s vast areas of oyster lands, 
whereby these grounds may be planted 
and cultivated and leased, so that the 
state can receive the revenue which it 
should be deriving from this valuable 
asset. 

Legislation, notably that advocated 
by Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, repre- 
sentative from Fulton county, and oth- 
ers, has already been before the gen- 
eral assembly, but so far no action has 


been taken which would produce the| 


results desired by Mr. Slate and others 
who hold his view of the oyster grounds 


* question, except the appointment of an 


™ investigating committee which will re- 
/ port to the next session of the legisla- 
ture. 
Vast Oyster Arens. 
Relative to the oyster situation Com- 
missioner Slate says: 
“Georgia has vast areas of oyster land 


today. For fifty years under various sys- 
tems her oyster lands year by year have 
been depleted. From the experience of 
other states and from a careful investiga- 
tion of the laws that govern them and their 
oyster interests, it would seem that Georgia 
will be compelled to enter into some con- 
structive legislation to protect, conserve and 
rebuild the oyster interests. 

‘The most effective system that has been 
perfected is a system of leasing, by which 
the lessee rents the land at a nominal sum 
from the state, and pays a smal! royalty for 
all oysters taken from the land. The les-

ters grows less and less for all the people.” 
Cenfine Him te Own Land. 

Commissioner Slate suggésts that instead 
of a mah’s being allowed to hunt in his 
own militia district. the law should be 
¢ so as to confine him to his own 
land. Militia district lines are very uncer- 
tain and a great many people do not know 
where they are. 

The commissioner points out the fact 
that the extermination of doves in the state 
is threatened unless steps to prevent are 
taken. He asks for suggestions from the 
sportsmen of the state and others inter- 
ested as to the best way to handle this 
problem. On the other han@ a healthy in- 
crease in all manner of birds except doves 
is indicated by reports reaching the com- 
missioner’s office. . 


The school teachers throughout the state 
are urged to teach the boys the value of 
birds in consuming insects destructive to 
crops. 

The department of agriculture for the 
United States estimates that birds annually 
save farmers of this country $5060,000,000. 


Increase in Fish. 


As proof of the development in the fish 
industry of the state through the depart- 
ment, Commissioner Slate states the total 
value of the shrimp and prawn catch in 
1907 was $19,000, as compared with $700.,- 
000 for 1917. Shrimp is an ideal substitute 
for meat and if used to a greater extent 
would save thousands of pounds of bacon 
and beef for the boys in the trenches. 

The commissioner calls attention to the 
fact that a great deal could be done in the 
state by land owners making small fish 
ponds and stocking them for their own use. 

Commissioner Slate deplores the practice 
of dynamiting fish as a wilful waste of 
food. Likewise manufacturing plants who 
use poisonous matters and allow them to 
pollute streams, and sawmills which allow 
their sawdust to choke the streams should 
at once put a stop to such practice. 

In speaking of the game preserves on 
Blackbeard island, the commissioner is de- 
sirous that the people of Georgia be in- 
formd as to what the department is try- 
ing to accomplish by this means. For 
some years the propagating of deer has 
been going on on the island, and it will 
be necessary for the legislature at its next 
session to make some provision for the dis- 
tribution of this deer throughout the 
state. 


Records of the department disclose that 
nearly a thousand men who have bought 


hunters’ licénses from #he department have 


heard the call of their country and are now 
enlisted under the flag. These are among 
the finest speciments of soldiers in the 
army. They have been trained to shoot 
and to shoot well. 


Another record the game and fish depart- 
ment is proud of ts that out of the men 
who have served the department in various 
capacities, twenty-three of them are in the 
service of the country.

Solicitor General Boykin 
Flatly Denies Rumors 
That Woman Will, Not Be 
Brought to Trial. 


All rumors that the case of Mrs. H. 
H. Hirsch, charged with attempted ver- 
bal blackmail of Asa G. Candler, Sr., 
mayor of Atlanta, might not be brought 
to trial’ were set at reat Saturday 
when Solicitor Genéral John A. Boykin 
definitely announced that the state 
would undoubtedly press the case and 
that the tentative date of Mrch 114 
had been agreed on by both sides for 
the hearing: 

“The case will not be nol prossed,” 
said Mr. Boykin. “It is sad, of course, 
that a woman should figure in such a 
case, but here sex does not give her 
immunity from criminal prosecution 
and she will have to stand trial, the 
same as @ man.” 

J. W. Cook, tried and convicted on 
the same charge on Wednesday last, 
had not made bond up to Saturday 
night. After his sentence to twelve 
months in the chaingang and the pay- 
ment of a fingpof $1,000 dollars, Judge 
Benjamin H. Hill set his bond at $3,000, 
pending the outcome of an appeal for 
a new trial which his attorneys have 
announced they will make. The appeal 
is to. be heard on March 16. 

The prosecution intimates that still 
further discoveries relative to the case 
of rs. Hirsch have been made since 
the Cook trial and it is probable that 
further unsuspected developments may 
develop at her trial. Mrs. Hirsch has 
not made bond, and states that she will 
remain at the jail until her trial, just 
as she has since her first indictment, 
despite the offers of bond which her 
husband has made. 

It is stated by attorneys for the de- 
fense, James & Bedgood, that the ap- 
peal for a new trial for Cook will be 
based on the contention that the promi- 
nence of the prosecutor renders a 
change of venue desirable in order 
that their client may secure an im- 
partial trial. They refer to articles 
and editorials in local newspapers as 
indicative of public sentiment andigtate 
that’ they base their appeal for 4@ re- 
trial on half a dozen different grou. 

Attorney J. R. Bedgood stated or 
Saturday that, unlike the Cook case, 
the defense would introduce many wit- 
nesses when Mrs. Hirsch was tried and 
that it was probable that her trial 
woule#e more closely fought and long- 
drawn-out than hig.

We are asked by the children’s bu- 
reau of the United States to make it 
our duty to save the lives of 100,000 
children during this year. The saving 
of these 100,000 under five years is 
only one part of the big program for 


the welfare of 30,000,000 under fifteen. 

To systematize the plan and to make 
each state feel the responsibility in 
this work, quotas have been assigned, 
the apportionment being made on the 
basis of the population. To systema- 


tize still further, it is expected that 


the campaign will be carried into every 
community of the United States by the 
5,000 or more local committees of the 
child welfare department. This is 
looked upon as essential to the stic- 
cess of e movement; for in the last 
analysis, every’ community must save 
its own babies.

In former years when the city was 
in the market for sewer pipe the com- 
petition between manufacturers was 
keen and bids were received from 
(Chattanooga, Rome, Macon, Columbus 
and other cities in this section of the 
country. This year the only bid re- 
ceived was from a Chattanooga firm, 
and the price quoted is considered al- 
most prohibitive. 

In 1914 and 1915, when the city last 
made purchases of sewer pipe in large 
quantities, the cost for 8-inch pipe was 
8% cents a foot. This year, for the 
same grade and size of pipa 18% 
‘cents a foot is asked by the only bid- 
ders. Two years ago 12-inch sewer 
pipe cost 14.45 cents a foot; this year 
the price asked is 31.45 cents a foot. 

The pipe is made from clay and the 
price of the clay has not advanced, 
according to Mr. Chambers, who says 
that most of the manufacturers own 
their own clay banks. 

The need of the sewer pipe is so 
urgent and the price so exorbitant 
that there is a possibility that the 
city will ask the government to in- 
vestigate the matter with the view of 
ascertaining whether or not a monop- 
Oly exists. The matter will be dis- 


cussed at the next meeting of the 
sewer committee.

thrift and economy, and after this war this 
is one of the things that will remain.‘ We 
see it appearing in many ways.

There should not 
be a week in which some lawyer or some 
public citizeh does not appear in your 
schools and talk to the boys and girls on 
elementary principles of law and citizen- 
ship. Lynch law is condemned everywhere, 
but how little emphasis is placed on this 
great social evil until: after the act! 

We must change our education of girls. 
A group of boys entering college may have 
a dozen or more occupations before them. 
They keep tnese occupations before them. 
Their imagination goes on ahepd of them, 
and they dream of great possibilities, but 
the records show that when a girl enters 
college the only occupation, as a rule, that 
she can plan for in the future is the teach- 
ing profession.

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WAR FINANCE MEASURE. | REFUSING TO BE GAGCED, 
ATTACKED BY HARDWICK 


Senator Says It Will Put Few 
Men in Control of Amer- 
ican Industry. 


‘Washington, March 2.—Unexpected 
opposition ‘to the administration meas- 
ure to establish a war finance corpo- 
ration arose today in the senate, 
thwarting plans for its passage to- 
night and forcing the bill over until 
next week. 

Final enactment of the measure pos- 
sibly with material modifications was, 
not believed by leaders to be endan- 
gered. The opposition developed rapid- 
ly and centered chiefly on the propo- 
sal for licensing by a “capital issues 
committee” of security issues of $100,- 
000 and more. 

Virtually no progress was made to- 
day. Only one minor amendment was 
disposed of and that—extending the 
provision for direct loans to persons as 
well as corporations—was accepted by 
Senator Simmons, in charge of the bill, 
when members of the banking. commit- 


tee and others insisted that farmers 
and small business men, as well as 
capitalists and large corporations, 
should be allowed to receive direct ad- 
vances from the corporation. 

Senator Hardwick, of Georgia, demo- 
crat, today came out in open and 1. 
orous opposition to the legislation. e 
deciared it was unnecessary and would 
confer enormous powers over American 
industry to a few men in charge of 
the proposed corporation. The meas- 
ure, he asserted, would create machin- 
ery similar to the Aldrich-Vreeland 
“central bank” plan, but with vastly 
more arbitrary power. 

Although several senators had indi- 
cated opposition to the bill, but had 
agreed to support it as a war measure, 
Senator Hardwick’s was the first ad- 
dress in flat opposition. Disapproval 
of the securities licensing plan was ex- 
pressed by some senators, who believed 
the present voluntary committee co- 
operating with the treasury depart- 
meént, would answer the purpose, while 


PROF. STOWELL RESIGNS 


Fifth Member of Columbia’s 
Faculty to Quit in Last 
Few Months. 


New York, March 2.—After announc- 
ing his resignation from Columbia uni- 
versity today and refusing to discuss 
the reason, Professor Ellery Cory 
Stowell, of the department of interna- 
tional law, later declared that he had 
resigned because his liberty of action 
in regard to the expression of his views 
on international affairs had been in- 
terfered with. 

Proféssor Stowell is the fifth mem- 
ber of Columbia's faculty to leave qnce 
the beginning of the academy year. 
Professor J. McKeen Cattel and Dr. H. 
W.. L.. Dana have been dismissed for 


; alleged seditious activities, while Pro- 


fessor Charles A. Beard, Professor 
Henry R. Mussey and Professor®towell 
have resigned. ™ 

“My decision to sever my connection 
with Columbia university,” said Pro- 
fessor Stowell in a statement explain- 
ing his resignation, “was due to in- 
terference with my f[iberty of action 
there, more or less, espec ally in re- 
gard to expression of my views on in- 
ternational affairs through the medium 
of the newspaper. 

“My activities in the National Serv- 
ice league will show that I am for the 
war and not a pacifist or of the anti- 
militaristic type,” @eclared Professor 
Stowell. 

He explained that since the very be- 
ginning of the war objection had been 


| made to his stand that all nations were 


obligated to co-operate in the enforce- 
ment of international law.

In 
each instance it penetrated the tube. 

Three hours later, after the auto- 
mobile had been driven many miles over 
country roads, the party returned to 
the Piedmont hotel, where an examina- 
tion of the tube showed it to be as 
tight as a drum with the same air that 
had been pumped in on a previous day. 

The test was much more severe than 
any encountered by a motor car unde 
ordinary circumstances, and it prov 
conclusively that this matry will Rep

Auto Stocks May 
Soon Be Exhausted 


J. W. Goldsmith, Jr., Says 
- Daily Developments Con- 
firm Earlier Predictions. 
Embargoes and Poor 


Roads Contributory.

“Daily developments serve to con- 
firm our earlier predictions that this 
year will witness an automobile short- 
age more acute than any the industiy 
has experienced within the-last sev- 
eral years,” says J. W. Goldsmith, Jr. 

“From the present’ indications it 
seems certain that by July 1 all stocks 
‘ of the most popular cars will have 
been exhausted and that from that date 
on dealers and buyers will have to de- 
pend upon limited productions to meet 
their wants. 

“Because of war condtions a curtail- 
ment was made in the production 
schedules of every manufacturer in the 
industry... No maker had planned to 
produce as many cars this year as were 
built’ last year. But now even those 
' greatly reduced schedules have been 
so interrupted by one influence or an- 
other that it will be impossible to make 
up what has been lost... 

“Four working days were taken out 
in January because of the fuel holi- 
days. No factories are to operate 
Mondays during February or rch. 
That is equivalent to the loss of half 
a month. But it is not the only seri- 
~e influence which is halting produc- 
tion. 

“The most serious condition from 
which there seems to be no-escape is 
that resulting from freight embargoes. 
Embargoes are placed on shipments 
without notice and for indefinite 
periods. A dealer may feel that if he 
gives his factory instructions to ship 
Aim cars on some future definite date 
that his wants will be taken care of. 
But before the date of shipment, an 
embargo may make it impossible. 
Whole sections involving as much ter- 
ritory as two or three ataree fin a group 
have been embargoed nat auto- 
mobile shipments for w at @ time.

In the light of subsequent events, 
the analysis of the cotton situation con- 
tained in a half page article prepared 
for The Constitution by C. H. Platt, 
one of the best known financial writ- 
ers of New York, who, by the way, has 
recently entered the United States avia- 
tion service, and published in this pa- 
per February 21, 1915; has proved to 
be one of the most marvelous forecasts 


of the future of the south’s.great staple 
that was ever written. 

Remember that the article was pre- 
pared only a few months after the war 
began, in the midst of the memorable 
“buy-a-bale movement,” at a time 
when there was no generally recog- 
nized market for cotton and when the 
Planters were suffering from the worst 
period of depression they have ever 
known. Then Mr. Platt said: 

War Working for Cotton. 

“Of ell the forces weérking in aid of 
cotton goods, the war itself is the 
greatest. Because of its waste, there 
is already an appalling shortage of 
raw wool and with every day that it 
jasts, there is that much nearer ap- 

roach to an actual wool famine. Mil- 
fons of yards of cotton goods are also 

ng to destruction at the same time. 

t ll come about that there will be 
@ great increase in the use of cot- 
ton gs as the cheapest material for 
clothing people.” 

‘The writer then goes into detatiis to 
show the enormous waste of all man- 
ner of fabrics which the ‘war entailed. 
Among those on which the war made its 
heaviest demands cotton easily stood 
first. Its use was essential in the man- 
ufacture of explosives, in the fabrica- 
tion of automobile tires, in the makin 
of lint ene bandages for the wounded, 
all vital factors in the conduct of the 


Then with a view of preserving the 
health of her soldiers, Great Britain 
was issuing new undergarments, made 
chiefly of cotton, at frequent intervals 
and the waste of fabric in this one item 
alone was very large. 

The scarcity of dyes, which at that 
time was very critical, also involved 
an enormously. increased demand for 
cottan goods, cotton being the best 
fibre available for the manufacture of 
pure white garments. This would tend 
greatly to increase the demand for 
cotton in women’s wearing apparel. 

“The longer. the war lasts, the great- 
er the scarcity will be,” was Mr. Platt’s 
deduction from the array .of logic and 
facts which he had assembled. 


Great Future Foreseen. 


He declared that the south need never 
again fear that there would be any 
overproduction of its chief agricul- 
tural product. He foresaw a manu- 
facturing future for tthe cotton belt 
surpassing the Lowell and Fall River 
districts of Massachusetts and rivaling 
that of the great industrial centers of 
England. Of course, with the increas- 
ed demand, there would come a great 
advance in prices, he said. While he 
did mot name any figure, he foresaw 
a price advance that would make the 
south prosperous beyond anything it 
had ever before known. In conclusion, 
he said: 

“The most competent textile authori- 
ties believe that all of the facts men- 
tioned in this article will result in the 
greatest demand for cotton in the 
course of the next few-years that the 
count has ever seen.” : , 

While Mr. Platt has never laid any 
claim to the gift of prophecy, the al- 
most exact fulfillment of the forecast 
that he made, itn the very midst of 
cotton’s hour of greatest gloom, is cer- 
tainly a tribute to his financial acu- 
men and to the keenness of his analysis 
of industrial forces.

Washington, March 3.—The proposed 
division of the United States into four 
great aviation departments was consid- 
red today by a council of signal corps 
officers, headed by Major General 
George O. Squier, the chief signal of- 
ficer. 

The proposal most favored would re- 
sult in the formation of an eastern de- 


,| partment, to include the northeaste:in 


and eastern military departments, with 
headquarters at Governor’s Island, the 
southeastern department covering the 
same territory now embraced in 
military department, but with head- 
quarters probably at Atlanta, instead of 
Charleston; the southern, with headquar.- 
ters at San Antonio, and the central, 
embracing the central and western 
military departments, with headquar- 
ters at Chicago. 

A departmental aviation officer, with 
rank of brigadier general, would be 
placed in charge of each. 

The decision to create the depart- 
ments, with an executive officer in 
charge of each, who will have control 
of all the training camps, depots and 
stations within its limits, is declared to 
have no connection with the series of 
recent fatal accidents at fiying fields 
operated by the signal corps. The change 
is based entirely on considerations of 
administration, officers of the corps said 
today. 

It is learned that the recent acci- 
dents will not result in any changes in 
the plans of ghe air service other than 
the enlargement of flying fields, already 
@nnounced. Veteran army aviators hold 
that a certain number of deaths is to be 
expected and shouldbe discounted in 
advance.

Raliroads open regions of vast pos- 
pibilities to hosts of home-seekers and 
gvherever they penetrate they are ac- 
wompanied~by the forces of progress 
and industry and their transforming 
power. This is particularly true of 
Laurens county—the finest agricultural 
portion of Georgia—a country 
traversed by the Macon, Dublin and 
Savannah and the Wrightsville and 
Tennille railroads. The M., D & 8. 
traverses about 40.miles in this coun- 
fy. The W. & T. touches nearly every 
@mportant point.in Leurens.—Dublin 
and Montrose, bwmake, Moores, Cat- 
lin, Minter and Rockledge, Dudley and 
Dexter—fourteen passenger trains and 
@n equal number of freight trains go- 
ing to and fro daily, and what's sur- 
prising at this time of congestion and 
annoying delays, going and coming “on 
time.” . 

The Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
railroad was built in 1890 from Macon, 
Ga., to Dublin, and in 1900 was ex- 
tended from Dublin to Vidalia, con- 
necting with the Seaboard Air Line at 
that point and forming a short line 
between Macon and Savannah. The 
road thus traverses an almost totally 
agricultural section. The  establish- 
ment of thig line is due solely to the 
disinterested efforts of the late John 
M. Stubbs and ex-Congressman Dudley 
M. Hughes. They realized the isplen- 
did advantages which would accrue to 
the people living along the country 
now within easy reach of the M., D. & 
B., so they set about and planned and 
labored, spending months of time and 
much money—their own aoney—they 
raised the necessary funds and prac- 
ticaHy built the road. That, more than 
anything else, has made Colonel Dud- 
Jey a real celebrity, for he has made 
Dublin the pivot spot in the center of 
Georgia's industral and agricultural ac- 
tivity. As the real estate man would 
put it, it is “on the big road and near 
town.” There is a short haul to mar- 
ket for what the farmer has to sell 
and a short haul back for what he has 
to buy.

A 
movement is now on foot to obtain a large appropriation from congress, tend- 
ing to establish navigation from Dublin to the sea—and -the resulting low 
freight rates and the transportation facilities will mean much to Laurens 
in the way of added manufacturing plants and kindred industries. The Oconee 
has always figured largely in the pet schemes of Dublin men.

In the early days there was only a wagon outlet—goods and mail was sent to 
Toomsboro in that manner until a number of men organized a company to put 
a boat on the Oconee. They went to North Carolina and bought one, service- 
able enough for their purposes, named it the Colville, and operated it, supply- 
ing the demands of the section for several yeags. The Colville went as far 
as Raoul station (named after William G. Raouf¥; it carried passengers, but 
mainly freight, and touched the various turpentine stations down the river. 
After the railroads had been built the boat went down the river and carried 
the freight to the railroad. In fact, about fifteen additional boats were 
chartered for the needs of this particular service. The Oconee is not navigable 
far above Dublin and there is no traffic on the upper part of the river.

The last 
named come frgm New Auburn, Wis., 
are double standard and worth about 
$300 a head. The graded stock is not 
kept under shelter; the expense thus 
saved penmits of ‘additional allowance 
for feeding. This is one of tho pe- 
cullar advantages when raising live 


stock in the south. The graded stock 
needs no shelter. Their sking get 
thick in the open air; they thrive more 
readily. Kentucky and Ohio, the ban- 
ner live stock states, can show no finer 
stock. 

The captain has 250 head of hogs. He 
killed 72 last year, each averaging 
over 200 pounds. Then there are 100 
head of dairy cattle. I understand 
Captain Rice realized $12,000 from the 
sale of milk in the past year. 

“The government,” he suggests, 
“should establish a packing _ plant 
wherever convenient. Then the live 
stock raiser could ship his hogs to the 
plant and receive the regular price, 
eliminate the middleman’s profit and 
thus help both the country and him- 
self. Anyway, we can plant wheat, 
but not at a profit, whereas, right here 
in Georgia we can, at a profit, raise 
enough meat, quickly and conveniently, 
to supply half of the country.” 

Seems to be some truth in that. How-

ever, since the administration made 
its appeal to the farmers Rice has 
planted mainly foodstuffs. Right after 
attending the Atlanta conservation 
meeting Rice planted 200 acres of rye. 
In 1917 he planted 200 acres of cot- 
ton, 150 of oats and 700 of corn, all 


yielding a fair crop. He had 5600 bush- 
els of corn for sale. Shipped two car- 
loads of hogs to market. “Hogs” is the 
captain’s pet hobby. “Time for talking 
is over,” and he is quite right. “We 
must do things. The farmer must 
be got to realize that cotton cannot be 
planted at a profit if planted to the 
exclusion of foodstuffs.” This because 
of the boll weevil, the possible decline 
in cotton value as happened in 1914. 
“This is a good oats county, but hogs 
are a 100 per cent better investment 
all around.” Incidentally, the captain 
favors placing ea tax on dogs. “Look 
at the ‘food thrown to the dogs; lots 
of them absolutely worthless and yet 
consuming more actual nourishment 
than would keep a child alive. We 
shall need wool and cotton; why not 
eliminate the dogs and give more 
thought to sheep?”

Im 1915-1916 
Mrs. C. H. Kittrell was president, and 
under her leadership “France” was 
studied. An art exhibit was held in 
connection with the study course. Mrs.

This year -‘South America” 
formed the subject, and the Shake- 
spearean tercentenary celebration was 
held in the fall. This consisted of cho- 
ruses, dance interpretations, imperson- 
ations, readings, etc., and was a very 
brilliant affair.

The club is now 
studying “Russia” and “Current Ques- 
tions.”” As this organization has but 
one aim—culture—these lines have 
been followed strictly in the arrange- 
ment of the course of study, and the 
future gives promise of even greater 
things.

Federal revenue agents report “unusual 
activity” in the establishment of illicit 


whisky stills “in many section’ of the state,” } 


and the police records from day to day go 
to show that the traffic in the output of 
those stills is commensurately brisk—to say 
nothing to the demand for blind tiger booze 
sneaked into the state from the outside, in 
direct violation of stringent federal] as well 
as state law. 

The federal authorities, considering the 


lack of co-operation on the part of county“ 


sheriffs—of which complaint has freqhently 
been made—have done and are doing, splen- 
did work in ferreting out these moonshine 
The force of deputies working un- 
der the direction of Revenue Agent E. C. 
Yellowley, it would seem, is commendably 
diligent and efficient in finding and destroy- 
ing the stills and whisky-making apparatus; 
but there are too many reports covering 
their activity, like the following, taken from 
a news story in The Constitution last Fri- 
day:— 

“Thursday's mail (coming to Mr. Yel- 
lowley’s office) reported five (moon- 
shine) outfits captured and destroyed, 
and in none of the instances were the op- 
erators or owners of the piaate to be 
found by the officers.” 

Is it that moonshiners ade more wary 
and harder to catch than other criminals? 
Are they shrewder and more adept at out- 
witting the authorities of the law than are 
law violators of other classes? 

It seems hardly possible that that should 
be the ca 

pectaalh so few of them are caught and 
so many get away because of warning and 
other forms of aid given them by friends and 
sympathizers. But that would not be ac- 
ceptable as a sufficient reason, nor would it 
excuse the officer advancing it. 

It is not enough simply ‘to find and de- 
stroy moonshiners’ plants—they can be re- 
stored at small cost. It halps, of course, to 


make the business less profitable; or, per- |. 


haps, to make illicit whisky cost the con- 
sumer more money than it otherwise would 
cost. 
and the public want is for the culprits them- 
selves to be*apprehended, haled before the 
court, and, not fined, but sent to the peni- 


tentiary, where they belong! 


The public wants its law-énforcement’ 


officers to find and bring to béok the law-; 


breakers—the violators of the prohibitory 
laws the same as the violators.of all other 
laws; and if others are shielding criminals 
from the law’s hand, find them, and gring 
them also to an accounting!

COLLAPSE OF FRENCH 
MORALE ONLY CHANCE 


To Win War, Germans 
‘Must Achieve the Hitherto 
Impossibility of Breaking 

Through the Western Line 
This Summer. 


By Frank H. Simonds.

In recent weeks the quiet on the fir- 
ing line has been in strange contrast 
‘to the noise behind, noise chiefly con- 
fined to German quarters. With ever- 
growing insistence the great German 
newspapers have proclaimed the com- 
ing of the most colossal offensive of 
the war and as a climax to all this 
forecasting, the redoubtable Hinden- 
burg has permitted himself to be quot- 
ed as prophesying his arrival in Paris 
in April. Recalling that the kaiser 
was to be in Paris in six weeks, at the 
outset of the war, that the crown 
prince was to enter Verdun six days 
after the attack began, and that we 
are now arrived at the second anni- 
versary of that attack, the Hindenburg 
boast seems at the least something of 
a gamble. 

What are the chances of such an 
achievement? This is the question the 
whole world is asking. To be sure, 
there are few observers even in Ger- 
many who believe that Paris can be 
reached in the few weeks that separate 
us from April 1, the rather significant 
date selected by the German field mar- 
shal for his triumphal entry. But 
what chance is there for the Germans 
to reach Paris, not in April, not in 
May, but as a result of the summer 
campaign? What chance is there of 
such a German stroke as will compel 
the French to make peace before Paris 
is in immediate. danger, as the Aus- 
trians made peace in 1866 while the 
Prussian armies were still far from 
Vienna? 

At the outset it is essential to grasp 
the political as well as the military 
conditions of this German gamble for 
military victory. In Germany there is 
more unrest and dissatisfaction than 
at any time since the conflict began. 
Masses of people who are ready to 
fight to the end of the defense of Ger- 
man territory and interests are unwill- 
ing to continue the agony for conquest 
and aggrandizement. The military 
party, still in supreme power, is faced 
by real domestic danger at home, if it 
cannot bring off a swift and complete 
triumph in the field. It must strike 
quickly and its blow must succeed 
promptly. Time is as important an 
element now as in the first race for 
Paris in August, 1914. 

German Discontent. 

Remembering the many differences, 
there is still real ground for recall- 
ing now the circumstances of Na- 
poleon’s last great gamble for world 
power. Could he get Moscow and crush 
the Russian armies before winter found 
him on the road he would have been 
master of Europe. He risked all-on 
the final gigantic venture, Victory 
would have made France the successor 
of Rome in Europe and Napoleon a 
rival of the ancient Caesars. But Na- 
poleon, although he took Moscow, did 
not get the Russian armies, and win- 
ter found him on the road. After that 
the end came swiftly, for France de- 
serted the man whose domination cost 
the nation so great an annual blood 
tax. 

Like Napoleon, Hindenburg must get 
Paris or crush the French armies and 
win victorious peace before the dis- 
content in Germany compels a change 
in German policy. If three months 
after the great blow is launched, the 
German offensive turns out to be an- 
‘other Verdun, another uphill struggle 
like those of the British and French at 
the Somme or the British alone at 
Ypres, still more recently, then noth- 
ing ts more certain than that the. mili- 
tary party in Germany will have to 
abdicate and Germany will face the 
world prepared to negotiate on the 
basis of “no annexations and no in- 
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demnities,”” which spells ruin for Ger- 
many’s military autocrats. 

But what are the odds for or against 
the success of such a great gamble? 
We can only estimate the future by the 
Past; we can only estimate the chancas 
of success for Hindenburg by compar- 
ing his game with the games of those 
who, on the western. front on either 
side of the firing line, have sought a 
decision, or striven to attain a clear 
“break through.” Recalling these ef- 
forts, however, it is plain that they 
have all failed, that they have all failed 
within a brief time, and that after the 
failure they have been abandoned or 
transformed from attempts to get a 
quick decision into long, slow, terribly 
costly siege operation in which the 
progress was measured by inches and 
by yards, not by miles or by provinces. 

Seventy-five Miles. 

If you look at the map you wifll see 
that at the point where the German 
line is nearest to Paris, just north of 
Soissons and south of Laon, at the scene 
of the recent French local success above 
the Aisne, the road distance from the 
French capital is just about 75 miles; 
from Rheims further to the east it isa 
hundred miles; from Verdun, a hundred 
and forty. And if Hindenburg is to 
strike at Paris it is almost certain that 
he must strike between Laon and Ver- 
dun; that is, between the Oise and the 
Meuse rivers. Moreover, French offi- 
cers have told me that they expect the 
attack on either side of Rheims, prob- 


ably on both sides, along the Aisne and 
in the plains” of “Dusty” Champagne 
west of the Argonne and east of the 
Moronvillers hills, which Petain took ' 
last spring. Roughly. speaking, then, 
Hindenburg’s front in February is, on 
the average, a hundred miles from 
Paris. In five or six weeks he has to 
cover a full hundred miles to keep his 
promise. 

Now what has been the history of the 
rate and extent of advance of great 
offensives on the west front since 
trench war began; that:xis, since the 
close of the first battle of Ypres in No- 
vember, 1914? To answer this question 
it is mecessary to discuss briefly the 
really considerable attempts to break 
through from that time to the close of 
the campaign of 1917. Of these at- 
tempts the more considerable were the 
British attack at Neuve Chapelle, in 
February, 1915; the German attack at 
Ypres in April of the same year, the 
French attack in Artois in May and 
June, the great Anglo-French offensive 
in Artois and Champagne in September 
of this same year, the German attack 
upon Verdun in February, 1916; the al- 
lied offensive at the Somme in July of 
that year and finally the spring offen- 
sives of the allies.in April of last year | 
about Arras and above the Aisne and 
the British summer campaign about 
Ypres in the same year. 


The first of all these great efforts, 
the battle of Neuve Chapelle was in 
reality a modest effort. Field Marshal 
French concentrated three hundred 
guns on a 2-mile front and literally 
blew the German lines out of existence, 
for hours the road to Lille was open, 
for in, that remote period, rearward and 
euppart lines were still of little magni- 
tude. But British reserves did not ar- 
rive, there was a bungle and a biunder 
and the Germans closed the breech. 
Two days later the British had to aban- 
don their offensive; they had advanced 
about a mile on a two-mile front, their 
casualties were greater than British 
losses at Waterloo. Still Neuve Chapelle 
| excited hope, because it seemed to prove 
that there could be a “break through” 
if given proper preparation. 

An Open Read. 

Two months later the Germans sud- 
denly attacked the French sector north 
of Ypres, employing “poison gas” for 
the first time. Thanks to this new 
weapon, they completely disorganized 
the French colonial troops, who fled, 
leaving a gap in the allied line, recall- 
\ing the gap which opened. the Rose- 
crans army at Chickamauge. and al- 
most brought ruin, as it did bring 
disaster. In the next hours the Ger- 
mans swept forward rapidly, despite 
the valor of the Canadians, who sought 
to fill the gap. The road to Fores was 
open and the Germans very nearly ar- 
rived in the old Flemish town. But 
they were checke@, the whole allied line 
was rearranged, a few square miles of 
territory were evacuated, in places the 
British retired d of thrée miles. 
But by the opening of May Ypres was 
no longer in dan , the offensive was 
over.

In September came the first really 
great allied offensive. In Champagne 
between Auberive and the Argonne on 
an 18-mile front 300,000 French, after 
an unprecedented artillery preparation 
suddenly “swept the top.” The first 
advance was a thrilling success. On 
the whole front to the depth of a 
mile, in places of more than two miles, 
the French crossed the various lines 
of German defenses; they even reached 
the third line, near Navarin farm. They 
took 256,000 pirsoners and more than 
a hundred guns. But at the third line 
the advance was checked. The losses 
of the French the first day were*in- 
significant, but on the succeeding days 
they were terrific. By October 1 the 
offensive had to be abandoned. Mean- 
time the British at Loos had had a 
similar experience. After initial gains 
they were checked, they lost over 50,- 
000 men, and gained only Loos anda 
few square miles of shell-torn coun- 
try at this staggering cost, although 
at one moment the road to Lens was 
open. 

Slowness of Guns. 

With the German assault upon Ver- 
dun, just two years ago,.we enter a 
new phase of offensive operations. All 
previous efforts had failed because 
after the guns had cleared away the 
first line defenses of the enemy, the 
assailants had been checked before the 
second and third lines, while the guns 
had been unable to perform against 
these second and third lines, because 
they could not be moved forward rap- 
idly enough. Ina word, the troops out- 
ran the heavy guns, which can only 
be moved with long delays. 

At Verdun the Germans abandoned 
the idea of a sudden and complete 
“break through.” They sought rather 
to batter down the first French lines, 
move forward their guns and reduce 
the second and repeat the process 
against the third. Before Verdun they 
massed the greatest concentration i 
guns and munitions ever known up to 
that time. Once more the initial at- 
tack was successful. This time the 
Germans moved their guns forward, 
and the second lines gave. Moreover, 
the French were taken unprepared, in 
a measure, as the Russians had been 
at the Dunajec and as the Italians were 
at the Isonzo last year, and their sec- 
ond- and third lines were incomplete. 

Yet once more the Germans found 
that the troops outran the guns. By 
February 26 they had advanced more 
than four miles and reached almost 
the last line of Verdun defenses, but 
they were no longer sufficiently sup- 
ported by their artillery. The French 
brought up fresh troops and counter- 
attacked about Douaumont. February 
26, the sixth day of the assault, saw 
the Germans halted. In the next six 
months they did not get forward a 
mile and a half, and they were present- 
ly swept out of all their gains by a 
series of local offensives on the part of 
the French, designed merely to regain 
certain restricted areas essential to the 
comfortable defense of Verdun. 

An Abandoned Idea. 

After Verdun there grew up a very 
considerable French school, which ar- 
gued that no offensive in trench war- 
fare could succeed, save in attaining 
local objectives, gains of a fmAile or 
more, the taking of certain prescribed 
objectives. In a word, this school of 
th€ restricted local offensive, is the 
natural development of Marshal Joffre’s 
once famous policy of “nibbling.” And 
of this school Petain, the defender of 
Verdun and now French generalissimo, 
is the most distinguished exponent. 
Since he succeeded Nivelle, the French 
have abandoned the idea of the “break 
through.” 

After the German attack upon Ver- 
dun came the allied offensive at the 
Somme. This had rather different ob- 
jectives than the previous offensives. 
It was designed primarily to relieve 
Verdun, by drawing German reserves 
elsewhere. It was intended to relieve 
pressure on the Russians also, and ena- 
“ple them to expand their recent victo- 
ries in Volhynia and Galicia without 
German interference. It was intended, 
too, to give the new British army its 
first battle training. Finally there was 
in the British mind the notion of at- 
trition, of wearing down German ef- 
fectives and reducing German numbers. 
Only remotely was there cherished the 
hope of a complete “break through.” 


As at Verdun there was a system 
of limited objectives, of pushing the 
guns forward with the men. But once 
more the attack was on a wide front. 
At Verdun ft had been on a front of 
less than six miles; on the Somme it 
was three or four times as wide. Again 


the French were far more fortunate 


1fthan the British, who were held up 


the initial attack succeeded, although]

The British did 
abolish the Ypres salient; they did get 
most of the Passhendaele ridge, but 
despite heavy cosf8 they did not shake 
the German position on the Belgian 
coast, and they ultimately created for 
themselves another salient only less 
disagreeable than the old one from 


which they \had just escaped. 


Only Lecal Operations, 

And with the failure in Flanders the 
British army finally 
“break through”: idea. Haig held it 
very strongly when I talked with him 
in February of last year. He praised 
Nivelle highly to me, emphasizing his 
“fighting spirit.” Conceivably Haig and 
Nivelle might have pulled off thepbig 
prize if the French politicians had snot 
interfered. But, however, this may 
be, the British have accepted the Petain 
idea now, and, as one British staff of- 
ficer said to me very recently, there 
will be mo further attempt at a grand 
offensive til the United States, as 
well as France and Britain are “lined 
up,” and this cannot happen during the 
present year. Until next year, then, 
the western allies have abandoned 
all idea of anything beyond a limited 
local operation, and in a sense they 
have accepted the defensive. They have 
come to believe that, except with over- 
whelming superiority in reserves, such 
as neither side now possess, the “break 
through” is an impossibility. 

Now it is clear that Hindenburg, if 
he expects to get to Paris in April or 


even in July, must achieve what has 
not been achieved in the west during 


the war. In six months the British 
got forward six miles at the Somme 
and about the same distance in four 
months about Ypres. The Germans got 
forward four miles and a half in six 
days before Vérdun, but it took them 
six months to cover the next mile and 
a half. On the other hand, the Ger- 
mans have their eastern experiences 
to base a measure of optimism upon. 
At the Dunajec they got through in a 
single day and they were not stopped 
for more than a hundred miles.

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| Every Woman’s Job in War Times—Under the Banner of the Red,Cross—Women Helping to Build Ships—Georgia Women to Aid in Child Saving Campaign—County Women Workers—Miss Frances Akin’s Letters

Every Woman's Job in War Times. 
 “Byery woman’s job now is to put over what the government asks in 
the matter of conserving the food the men produce, and to help produce the 
food when we can,” said Miss Lois Dowdle, at the agricultural rally in Macon 
on Wednesday. 

Miss Dowdle is chairman of the Home Economics department of the 
food administration in Georgia, and she is chairman of the Home Economits 
Cothimittee of the Georgia division, Woman’s committee, Council of Netional 
Defense. She is one of the youngest, one of the prettiest, and one of the 
most hardworking of the patriotic women of the state giving every minute 
of her time to her country. 

Called on unexpectedly to speak, following the governor, an ex-governor, 
the food administrator, the commissioner of agriculture, and the man who 
brought the inspiring message from Mr. Hoover, Miss Dowdle, with one foot 
on the rostrum and the other on the step below, steadied her sailor hat and 
very definitely stated that the first job of the women is “to conserve the food 
the men produce, and to help produce it when they can.” 

“and this meseage,” says Mrs. Samuel Inman, chairman of the woman’s 
committee, Georgia division, Council of National Defense, is not to any one 
element of women, to any one organization of women to act upon, but it is 
directed to every individual woman*in Georgia. 

“Not until every woman, as well as every man, understands it is her 
war, and his war, and every individual man and woman begins to perform 
their individual part, will Georgia have begun her real work to win the war.” 

What the government now asks of every woman is that she observe Mon- 
day as wheatless day; Tuesday as meatless day; again Wednesday as wheat- 
less day; Saturday as porkless day, and that one meal every day be a 
wheatless meal. 

The government names the day and the obligation, because it is only in 
concerted and concentrated action that the work of thus conserving will 
bear fruit. . 

When every woman in Georgia realizes her job in conservation and 
begins to apply her knowledge of it, think how much wheat will be saved for 
the boys in the trenches, when on Monday not one mouthful of wheat is 
consumed in the entire state. The same applies to the saving of meat on 
Tuesday, and the saving of wheat again on Wednesday, abstinence from pork 
on Saturday, and then the one wheatless meal every@Pay. 

This observance of the government decree cannot be called a sacrifice 
for there are too many substitutes offered for the food stuffs which must 
be saved, and no woman who respects herself and loves her country could 
refuse to act upon the message which has gone out, and which Miss Dowdle 
brought to the Macon meeting. . 

It was stated at the meeting that 300,000 Georgia women have already 
signed the food pledge which includes the abstinence of certain days from 
certain foods, but it was also stated at the meeting that there are over 
700,000 white women in Georgia, and over 600,000 negro women—therefore, 
there is still a large percentage of women in Georgia who do not yet know 

—their war job. There are still many who are not conserving the food the 
men produce. Now is the day, the moment to begin. 


Under the Banner of the Red Cross. 


“We have 200 inhabitants in our town, counting men and women and 
children, and 109 are enrolled in the Red Cross membership,” was one of 
the most inspiring features of a brief report made by the chairman of the 
county council of defefise from Union county, at the recent meeting called 
by Governor Dorsey in Macon. 

Is there a county, a city, a town, a hamlet in Georgia producing a better 
response to the war call than this? 

When the chairman of every county council in the state can make *s 
similar report about evéry feature of war work, then indeed will the state of 
Georgia be proving her right of. heritage as the empire state of the south. 
She will be living up to the standard set by her men and women of the revo- 
lution and of the confederacy, the men and women who did their part in 
the constructive work which has made the nation what the nation is today. 

But Georgia has not yet completely organized her forces to do her part 
toward winning the war in which the nation is involved today. When: she is 
entirely awake to her obligations; when the representative men and women 
who attended the agricultural rally in Macon and the meeting of the State 
Council of Defense go home and take to the people of their county the patri- 
otic message of “Up and Doing,” the people will “up and do” with a spirit 
and life which will make tlie welkin of old-time patriotism ring, and make 
of every man, woman and child in the state a patriot true and active. 

“You are here today to hear the truth of the war as it wages on the 
other side of the water, and to hear what your war work is here at home. You 
have heard it in all the force of facts brought to you by A. C. Wolcott, United 
States food administration, who is giving, his services to his country; who has 
seen the war in the waging on the other side, and knows what must needs 
be done on this side—go home charged with the obligation to tell this fo 
the people of your county and community,” earnestly pleaded Harry Hodgson, 
of Athens, in an address he made before the Council of Defense. 

And when the people at home are awakened, and when the men and 

women who know the truth wake up to their obligation and take the word 
to those who have not heard it, then will every county in the state have begun 
the patriotic work that is telling and Georgia will have begun the work 
worthy of her, and there will be- men and women working together in every 
feature of the war defense program, and in every schoolhouse there will be a 
Red Cross unit that will reach out into every home in that community, mak- 
ing a force for service which will be one of the greatest factors toward the 
home work of winning the war. | 


Women Helping to Build Ships. 


And now the women have been called upon to help bnpild the ships which 
must be built before the food the wgmen conserve, and the Red. Cross supplies 
they make, can be sent over to their sons who are to win the war. 

“and the women are hélping build the ships,” stated James D. Weaver, 

_ director in Georgia of the United States service reserves now registering ship- 
builders through the county Councils of Defense. 

“In the three communities where the registration of shipbuilders has so 
far been most active in Fulton, Bibb and Floyd counties, I have found that 
the women were helping in the work of-registration; that they understood 
the meaning of it; that they had read the letters and literature sent to them, 
and read carefully the registration cards upon which the movement of the 
United States service reserves is so clearly explained. They have offered 
their services to the chairman of the county Councils of Defense, under whom 
the registration is being done, and they have published the news in the 

papers of their community—that is the way women can and are helping to 
build ships. a 

As Mr. Weaver points out, the value of the cooperation of men and 
women through the county Councils of Defense can hef@ be seen not only in 
the matter of shipbuilding, but in other movements wh c will come under 
the head of war defense work. There is a weak point at present in the or- 

_ ganized work for war defense in Georgia, because the men do not fully ap- 
preciate the, value of the organization and machinery women have, nor do they 
realize that the government is urging the co-operate work Of. men and women

“The one for the president, phrased in} 
the inimitable manner of the liturgy of}:

“The rector began his address. It 
was peculiarly suitable. He prefaced it 
by saying that, in this particular 
church a service of this nature should 
be held, since within its walls 310 years 
ago Henry Hudson made his communion 
before crossing the Atlantic to discover 
the region that bears his name. 

“The remainder of the address was a 
summarizing of the grounds for thank- 
fulness on this day, of which, said the 
speaker, the greatest of all for the 
English people was the revelation to 
them of the soul of America and of the 
greatness of the president.

Girl Tells of Her Work 


In the series of letters published in 
this department from Miss Frances 
Akin, of Atlanta, who fs representing 
the southern division of the Red Cross 
in France, the letters published today 
- |tell something of the kind of work 

»|Miss Akin and her confrees are call- 
' fed upon to do. She writes to her moth- 
er as follows: | 

“I've seen and done so many mil- 
lion things since I left New York that 
you would be particularly interested 
in that I don’t know where to begin! 
I have tried in vain to make sister tell 
me just what she has written, but her 
mind seems to go blank and she doesn't 
remember. After the first three days 
we had a lovely calm voyage, 80 warm 
that I didn’t dare sit in the hot writing 
room, hence few letters accomplished. 

“We had to stay in the town where 
we landed two days tracing baggage. 
Some friends we met on the boat had 
to come straight to Paris, but they 
met us here Saturday night, November 
10. ‘They had reserved a room for us 
at the Crillon. The following five days 
| were spent trying to get through red 
tape connected with wartime residence 
here and also to get a home. We were 
extremely fortunate in the latter, as [ 
guess sister has written you—not a 
word of English. 


Hard Werk. 

“Our work is nothing like teaching, 
but plain work, work, work. We are 
making dressings whose efficacy dear 
old A. R. C. in the U. S. A. doubts. We 
are making ‘front paquets’ in three 
sizes, which contain from 6 to 10 dif- 
ferent dressings. We even seal and 
label. Our unit has an entire floor 
and there we assemble and turn out 
the finished products. We wear white 
head dresses and lovely white plaited 
smocks. The building is steam-heated. 

“Our clothes are the laughing stock 
of the Paris Red: Cross. They have 
cabled Miss Marshall to desist. And 
right here I must tell you about my 
big boots.

“She has eon- 
ferred with officers of the Woman’s 
Committee of the Council of National 
Defense; she addressed fhe executive 
board of the Georgia federation on the 
subject, and she visited several coun- 
ties in Georgia with a View to initiat- 
ing the work. & 

“The saving of 100,000 lives of chil- 
dren under 5 is only one part of the 
big program for the welfare of 30,000,- 
000 children under 15 in the country. 
It is realized by all concerned that the 
standards of child protection must not 
be relaxed during war-time, and the 
United States is expected to profit by 
the experience of other warring coun- 
tries, where the importance of safe- 
guarding childhood is emphasized as 
never before.”

I am truly 
enjoyin® it, for there is a great need 
of our work. We get one afternoon a 
week off, and goodness knows when we 
would even get checks cashed were ‘it 
not for that. Everything is closed 
during our lunch hours, 12 to 2. We get 
home at 7 dine at 7:30, finish coffee 
at 9, and usually play games or sit 
and try to talk French till 10, and then 
straight to bed. 

“Sundays are certainly fetes days for 
us working girls, and wé enjoy ‘step- 
ping out.” We only have to wear our 
uniforms on duty and It’s great to leok 
human once a week. I hear that Red 
Cross packages are not dutiable, se 
won't you please send us some canéy 
and some fruit cake? Don't send dig 
amounts at once, for some may go down. 
My Red Cross pin arrived today. A 
week from today is Thanksgiving—no 
holiday here, I think. Don’t worry 
about our having enough to eat. The 
table here is delicious and bountiful, but 
oh, do send us a little candy every now 
and then.”

“What a wonderful holiday this has 
seemed! At 9:30 breakfast—war bread, 
coffee, milk and butter—was brought to 
our room. Then we dressed in real 
clothes for the first time in Paris. I 
wore my suit and new hat; sister her 
serge dress, fur coat and little black 
cap. She looked fine, too, after that 
uniform. Then Mr. Richardson took us 
to lovely French restaurant to lunch. 
We finished about 3 and then walked 
about. It was the third day the sun 
has shone in over a month, so you car 
imagine how the gardens and boule- 
vards were filled with people. We 
arrived home about 4:30, as we had an 
engagement for tea.

“Friday we worked until noon, came

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The Casino of Monte Carlo, where the gaming 
tables are located, one of the world’s most 
famous buildings and the only resort not affected by three years 
of war. Now, however, in the fourth year the French govern- 
ment, with the approval of the owner, the Prince of Monaco, is 
planning to close it in order to curb the kaiser’s spies, 


CCORDING to advices from Paris, the 

life of Monte Carlo, the most noto- 

tious gambling center in the world’s 
history, is in danger. The French govern- 
ment tiay at any motnent exert its power 
atid close the fatnous resort for all titne, so 
obhoxious has it Become as a center for Ger- 
man spies. 

These agents of the Wilhelmstrasse intel- 
ligenee bureau have nested in the tiny pritici- 
pality, taking advantage of the opportunity 
for intrigue which that haven of dissolute 
charactets affords. The extent of their ac- 
tivities is tow fully recognized by the Gallic 
war atithofities as a result of their investiga- 
tion of thé famous Bolo spy case. 

When Bolo, whose activities for the Ger- 
man government carried him ovef all the 
allied countries, was exposed his veriomous 
trail was followéd to Monte Carlo, where he 
and hig confederates were in some mysterious 
manneft prétected from arrest.
